Heath <Mrs. Elliott Lynn) to the In- j 
tei national News Service when she 
arrived at Le Bourget completing the j 
longest solo flight ever made by a j 
woman. 
Lady Heath took a leisurely jaunt 
over the African continent in an 80 
h. p Moth biplane and covered 10,000 
miles in three months. 
“My longest hop was nine hours 
and a half from Wadi Haft to Cairo 
and not a bit monotonous,” she said. 
“With calm weather and 
a 
bright 
sky I would push up to about 5,000 
feet, set the controls 
and 
read 
a 
book. 
“I spent a large part of my flying 
hours with books as visibility was un­ 
usually good and I always had ample 
time to avoid storms. Coastlines and 
rivers were easy to follow, so there 
was little danger of becoming lost. 
“All credit goes to the motor which 
functioned faultlessly. 
I frequently 
tinkered with the motor and made re­ 
pairs 
on 
it’ —she 
exhibited 
long, 
slender and very grimy fingers—“a bit 
rough on the hands but worth it. 
“With two or three exceptions the 
trip was less eventful than a motor j 
car Journey 
probably 
would 
have 
been. 
Foolishly disregarding advice 
I took off beneath a broiling sun and 
suffered a slight stroke near Bulz- 
wayo. 
I do not remember landing, 
but the plane

On Good Roads Given 
A.M.A. Head’s Approval 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
22,—Com­ 
mendation of the Republican party’s 
plank on good roads, included in its 
pledge of principles at Kansas City, 
was voiced here today by J Borton 
Weeks, President of the American 
M otorists’ Association. 
“The party, however, in pledging 
continuation of the $75,000,000 an­ 
nual Federal-aid appropriation, does 
not go far enough in that this sum 
Is not a sufficient share of the Fed­ 
eral government’s contribution 
to­ 
wards the construction of our na­ 
tional highway 
system,” 
President 
Weeks declared, 
“Automobile registrations are 
in­ 
creasing approximately three times 
as fast as highways are being built, 
with the result that traffic condi­ 
tions are becoming so congested in 
certain areas as to make the use of 
an automobile both unpleasant and 
economically unsound. 
It is a well 
established fact, that the nation pays 
for good roads whether it has them 
or not. 
The operation of an auto- j 
mobile over an unimproved highway 
is much more expensive than over an 
improved one. 
“At the outset the Federal govern­ 
m ent appropriated $100.000,000 an­ 
nually for federal highway aid, this 
•urn being later reduced to $75,000,- 
000, Under the act. none but major 
highways may be improved and aid 
to secondary highways is totally pro­ 


hibited. 
Altogether there are ap­ 
proximately 3.000.000 miles of state 
and federal highways in the country, 
the major portion of which are being 
used by the federal government in 
daily delivery of the mails and for 
military purposes.

‘ This general use of the highway 
system by the federal government, 
the fact that the government has col­ 
lected from the motorists 
of 
the 
country, in excise taxes, approxi­ 
mately twice the sum expended in 
federal aid. coupled with the further 
fact that our road building program 
is annually falling farther behind the 
increasing registrations, 
should 
be 
ample argument for not only a con­ 
tinuation of the federal-aid program, 
but 
for materially 
increasing 
it,” 
President Weeks declared. 
A prediction that Congress, wheth­ 
er it be Republican or Democratic, 
must soon augment the Federal-aid 
program and amend the act to per­ 
mit improvement of secondary and 
j faster construction of primary high- 
j ways, was voiced by the

Great Britain’s 
Liquor Bill Is 
Less Each Year 


By CHARLES A. SMITH

LONDON. June 22.—Great Britain’s 
drink bill gets less and less every 
year. 
Money expended on alcoholic bev­ 
erages during 1927 totalled $1,494,000,- 
000. a decrease of $12,500,000, accord­ 
ing to statistics issued by the United 
Kingdom Alliance, the country’s chief 
prohibition 
organization. 
Expendi- 
I ture on drink per head was $33, as 
¡against nearly $34 in 1926. 
From the alliance’s figures it would 
appear that the fall is due mainly to 
j decreased consumption in beer, the 
favorite drink of the English working 
classes. 
More was spent on spirits 
and wines due to their increased cost. 
No Explanation. 
The beer bill for the year amountedj 
to $943,200,000, as against $957,500,000 i 
in 1926. 
Spirits cost $418,630,000 and ; 
wines $124,700,000. 
George M. Wilson, political secre-! 
tary of the alliance, declares in pre- i 
senting the statistics that, in view of I 
the fact that wages on the average 
were higher than during 1926, it would 
have been correct to assume that beer 
consumption would have been corre­ 
spondingly greater. 
He offers no ex­ 
planation for the decrease. 
Interesting figures are given show­ 
ing how heavily the British liquor 
drinker is taxed by the government. 
Against the $418,630,000 paid for spir­ 
its, over $200,000,000 went in taxation, 
and the government netted $390,000,- 
000 in taxes from beer and $22,500,000 
from wines, or a grand total of $642,- 
500,000. 
Experts are divided on the question 
whether the decrease in beer con­ 
sumption means 
that, the British 
worker is tending towards a mild 
form of self-prohibition, or whether 
the present high price of this bever­ 
age places it partly out of the reach 
of many wage earners. 
In recent years many attempts 
have been made to launch big prohibi­ 
tion drives in this country, with medi­ 
ocre success. 
In Scotland many dis­ 
tricts have a sort of semi-prohibition 
and restriction of alcoholic consump­ 
tion, but this restriction is said to be 
not proving the boon it was hoped 
it would. 
Another big drive is scheduled for 
mid-1928, when the Band of Hope 
Union, a strong temperance organiza­ 
tion, plans to capture a million new 
teetotalers. 
The union is now completing plans 
for.a monster campaign, in the course 
of which a canvasser will visit the 
front door of every householder in the 
country.

NEW YORK, June 22,—Geologists 
pnd mining engineers just won’t let 
a tired baby comet rest peacefully in 
the terrestrial cradle it has occupied 
ior unaccounted centuries. 
Down in the Arizona desert betw een j 
Flagstaff and Winslow another ex­ 
pedition is seeking to recover the val­ 
uable minerals believed to lie in the 
head of a colossal meteorite, buried 
more than a thousand feet below th e : 
bed of a crater three quarters of a 
mile broad and 570 feet deep 
Previ­ 
ous attempts to get the mass have 
lailed, but a report of progress in the 
current effort is made in Engineering 
and Mining Journal. 
Long, long ago this celestial speed­ 
ster burned itself out in its flight 
through space and plunged on to the 
plain, flinging meteoric fragments 
and huge rocks over the desert as it 
tore out of the earth a hole big 
enough to accommodate its ten mil­ 
lion ton body. For at least 700 years, 
and probably many more, the me­ 
teorite lay in its grave without bene­ 
fit of science. The Indians explained 
origin of the huge crater with the 
pretty tradition of a flaming god who 
had tumbled from the sky and disap­ 
peared into the ground at that spot. 
Late in the last century, however, 
a geologist decided th at the mighty 
depression marked the abiding place 
of a giant meteorite. Careful examina­ 
tions of the crater confirmed his be­ 
lief. Then came numerous attempts 
to salvage the hidden monster for its 
iron and nickel, but although drills 
succeeded in reaching the mass fur­ 
ther progress was always impossible. 
The present venture, its backers say, 
is ‘‘an out and out gamble.” 
Samples of oxidized material un­ 
covered so far by the searchers con­ 
tain minerals which make it worth 
about $85 a ton at current prices, the 
publication reports. 
An average ton 
bears 62 per cent iron and 5.9 per 
cent nickel, while smaller quantities 
of platinum and iridium 
are 
also 
present. 
Metallurgists think it w'ill 
not be difficult to recover a large per­ 
centage of these metals. 
A shaft now is being sunk to a 
depth of 1,000 feet at a point south of 
the crater, and from the bottom of 
this hole a cross cut will be drive to 
the supposed location of the mass. It 
is expected this w'ork can be com­ 
pleted in fifteen months if digging 
conditions are favorable.

During the 23 month term, a 
total of 2,884 stills have been seized, 
together with other implements of 
the bootleg trade.

Need of Present System 
“During the first years after the 
adoption of the 18th amendment, the

Ellwood Council Suspends 
Three Police Officers

ELLWOOD CITY, Pa., June 22— 
The three Ellwood City police officers 
that have been held for court will be 
suspended from the force until such 
a time as they be proven innocent, 
was the decision of the council at a 
special meeting called last night. 
The officers, Lieutenant H. J. Chas- 
ey, charged with larceny, Patrolmen 
Bouder, and Booher, charged with 
having received stolen goods, will be 
notified immediately. 
Council decreed that the police 
committee and the burgess be given 
full authority to fill the vacancies 
created by the suspending of these 
police. 
The special meeting was called by | 
President of council, Judd Turner, i 
who stated th at the police commit­ 
tee would like to have the vote of the 
council as to whether or not they 
should be suspended or continued on 
the force. 
Councilman Duncan said that as 
one man had no evidence against | 
him, each case should be separate. 
Councilman Bowater was of the 
opinion that as they are held for 
court, it seemed that to suspend them 
was the only possible procedure, and j 


requested the burgess’ favor to sus­ 
pend all or none. 
Council has the power to suspend 
with or without cause according to 
its own judgment, or can retain 
them, according to law, was the ex­ 
pression of another member. 
Councilman Mattocks said that it 
was hard for council to decide the 
matter, for if the officers would be 
suspended and afterwards found in- i 
nocent, council would feel badly. 
Councilman 
Henderson expressed 
his opinion that council should not 
retain the police that have been 
bound over to court. 
After much heated discussion, it j 
was brought to vote and the motion 
that those who have been held for 
court be suspended until such time j 
as they be proven innocent, was car- j 
ried by council. 
Another motion, that the police 
committee and Burgess D. A. Evans 
be given full authority to fill the va- j 
cancies was also carried. 
The hearing of the three accused 
officers was held before Squire Douds ' 
yesterday afternoon and resulted in j 
the officers being held for September 
court. They are at liberty on bail.
